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Park maintenance, 17 city workers requested

Bringing park maintenance to 
an acceptable level and adding 
17 new city workers are among 
the requests in the proposed $33 
million budget given to the 
Upland City Council recently. 

The budget would maintain 





current levels of service but 
carries with it funding requests 
to expand some services and 
programs, said Finance Director 
Phyllis Proctor. 

Those expansions would 
impact the city’s general fund by 
$479,000, Proctor noted. 

The budget brought before the 


council is balanced, with $33 
million in anticipated revenue to 
$27.5 million in operating costs, 
$3.3 million in capital projects, 
$649,000 in capital acquisitions 
and a fund balance of $1.5 
million. 

Requests in the budget 
include an additional 17 


positions, 13 of which would be 
charged to the general fund. 

The staff additions include 
employment of a housing 
specialist to work under the 
Redevelopment Agency 
executive director. 

The specialist would be 
responsible for implementing 


and coordinating options 
available for use of low-to- 
moderate income housing funds 
set aside in the agency’s 
accounts. 

Proctor’s budget report also 
includes a $79,000 appropriation 
to the sewer fund to increase

mont minister has 


fond memories of aviator

T. Willard Hunter remembers 
as an 11-year-old the surge of 
pride he felt when fellow 
Minnesotan Charles A. 
Lindbergh landed at Le Bourget 


field in Paris to become the first 


solo flier to cross the Atlantic. 
Hunter, 71, of Claremont, 
didn’t meet and become 
acquainted with ‘Lucky Lindy” 
until nearly 20 years later, but 


like many youngsters of that era 
he followed every piece of news 


about the Swedish-American 
aviator. 


Hunter recently returned from 


the 60th anniversary of 
Lindbergh’s May 21, 1927, 
landing at Le Bourget where he 
participated in the celebration 
as amember of the 
International Committee. He 
also gave a speech at the 
American Embassy celebrating 
the bicentennial of the U.S. 
Constitution. 

Hunter met Lindbergh 


through a friend, author James 
Newton, while working for the 
Moral Re-Armament, the 
genesis of Alcoholics 
Anonymous, during the 1940s in 
Washington, D.C. 

The chatty minister, who 
served at various colleges and 
churches in California, Hawaii 
and New Hampshire, recalls 
that Lindbergh appeared to him 
as a 6-foot-4-inch golden-haired 
25-year-old god or Galahad who 
was embraced by the public as 
a hero. The public, Hunter 
observed, had grown weary of 
the daily smut, murder and 
political graft their newspapers 
brought them each day. 

But hero-worshiping and 
massive publicity were not 
Lindbergh’s style. He was not 
the kind of man who used a 
press agent nor would he sit 
still for relentless questions 
about his personal life. 

Hunter recalled that one 
reporter asked the flier if he had 
a girlfriend. 


James Caruso, a senior at 
Etiwanda High School, has 
received a full scholarship worth 
$8,500 to Arizona Automotive, a 
national education center in 
Phoenix.

“Lindbergh said, ‘I’ll be glad 
to answer your question if you 
tell me how it relates to 
aviation,’ ’ Hunter said. 

The answer typified 
Lindbergh’s disdain for the 
press. Hunter noted the aviator 
made no effort to establish a 
relationship with the media. 

“He had a lot of problems,” 
Hunter observed. “I don’t think 
he ever understood his role in 
history .... The first question he 
would ask when he arrived 
someplace was, ‘Are there any 
reporters here?’ He just didn’t 
realize that people were 
interested.” 

The flier’s failure to 
understand the press created a 
controversy in the 1930s 
leading up to World War II when 
he was accused of 
sympathizing with Adolf Hitler 
and being anti-Semitic. 

Hunter said that during the 
30s, the U.S. government was 
anxious to learn what progress

manager for the department. 

In a telephone interview from 
his Sacramento office, Barr said 
the DMV is in the preliminary 
negotiation stage of acquiring a 
parcel of land on Fourth Street 
and Archibald Avenue. 

“We haven't nailed that item 
down yet,” he said. “‘The 
preliminary planning will take six 
months and then 12 to 18 
months for construction. So

for occupancy.” 

He expects the real estate 
transaction will be 
consummated by the fall with 
plans drawn shortly after the 
land is purchased. 

The new building will be 
15,000 square feet with roughly 
180 parking spaces, enough 
room to last the growing West 
Valley for 12 to 15 years, Barr 
said. 

The interim Upland location is 
just less than 10,000 square feet 


and is located in a shopping 
center. “Since it is in a complex 
situation, it gives us the ability 
to have overflow parking, which 
is areal plus,” he said. 


A shortage of parking has 
been a thorn in the DMV’s side 


at its present location. The 8,200- 


square-foot building has only 75 
parking spaces. The site it is 
located in presently is slated for 
redevelopment. 


The new Upland site is being 
renovated, said Jeff Bloom, the 


city’s planning director, with 
some of the costs to be borne by 
the redevelopment agency as 
part of its responsibilities. 

The agency requested the 
DMV move its operation to 
accommodate its Seventh Street 
and Mountain Avenue 
redevelopment project. 

Jim Ramos, manager of the 
Upland DMV office, said the 


moving date has tentatively been 
set for Aug. 10.

Germany was making in 
aviation. Government officials, 
however, were stymied in their 
efforts to gather intelligence. 

Eventually the American 
attache in Berlin asked 
Lindbergh if he would request a 
tour of the German facilities, 
believing the Nazi high 
command would be flattered 
with Lindbergh’s interest. 

Lindbergh did tour Nazi 
plants and reported to 
American officials. At the same 
time he was an isolationist who 
spoke fervently of keeping the 
United States out of the 
European war. In 1936, he was 
presented the Iron Cross by the 
German government. 

In September 1941, he said in 
a speech that Jews, Franklin 
Roosevelt and the British were 
attempting to get the United 
States involved in war. 

These incidents led to 
allegations that Lindbergh

sympathized with the German 
position and was anti-Semitic. 


But Hunter noted it never 
Occurred to Lindbergh that 
receiving a Nazi medal or 
asserting that Jews wanted the 
U.S. involved in war would lead 
to the allegations. 


“To Lindbergh it was just 
another medal to him,” Hunter 
observed. ‘‘He had hundreds of 
medals at home. To refuse 
another one would have been 
rude. He did not think in 
ideological terms. His wife said 
the medal would be an 
albatross and it was. His wife 
said that he shouldn’t give the 
speech about the Jews because 
he would be known as anti- 
Semitic. But he said it’s true 
and he would say it. He also 
said that if he was a Jew he 
would do the same thing 
(attempt to get the U.S. involved 
in war).”’
